Majority Report Noncommittal. 


Mr. W illiam s’ report was one of a 
number presenting various views on 
the reciprocity bill. 
The m ajority re­ 
port was noncom m ittal— neither 
for 
nor against. Senators W illiam s, Stone 
and Kern united in urging the accept­ 
ance of the bill without amendment, 
while Senators La Follette and Mc- 
Cumber presented reports in opposi­ 
tion to the measure. 
M r. W illiam s, in w riting the report, 
gave especial prominence to tile por­ 
tion

speech dealing with wood pulp as ex­ 
pressive of his views.

W illiam s declared 
himself to 
be 
favorable 
to a m ajority of

“that their effect in all cases and their 
purpose in most cases 
is 
to defeat 
Canadian reciprocity, either by means 
of causing an adverse vote upon the 
proposition as thus amended in the 
senate, or by forcing a protectionist 
president to veto the bill as passed.” 
W hile

favors 
the 
house “farm ers’ free list b ill” he is 
not in favor of it as an amendment to 
this bill, because he thinks the result 
of putting it on would be to 
the bill. 
Senator Stone of Missouri signed 
the W illiam s’ report. 
Senator Kern 
also signed the W illiam s’ report. 
Taking the position that the Cana­ 
dian reciprocity bill should lie report­ 
ed to the senate with an adverse rec­ 
ommendation 
Senator 
McCumber of 
North Dakota filed a m inority report 
giving sixteen reasons why he opposed 
the bill. 
All were based on the con­ 
tention that by opening the markets 
of the United States to Canadian farm 
products the proposed bill would have 
the effect of lowering the prices of 
Am erican products. 
Senator La Follette in an individual 
report said it was perfectly consistent 
for one who believed in free trade to 
support the bill, but that no man who 
believed in a tariff for revenue could 
consistently give it his support.

H is First Exploit. 


General Morgan’s hist exploit was 
the invasion ot Kentucky from east­ 
ern Tennessee in Ju ly . I sui. 
He had 
a force of 1.2i*0 men. and he hoped to 
stir the young men of tin* race horse I 
state up to joining the Confederacy 
Many of them <11<1. hut Morgan’s pinn I 
to sweep Kentucky into tin* ranks of 
the seceded states was unsuccessful j 
Morgan rode north across 
Kentucky I 
at the head of his band of raiders. Ilv 
lug on the country anil forcing con­ 
tributions for tin* support of his army | 
from friend and foe alike. The friends | 
were glad to turn over to th** Confed j 
crate "liberator" whatever they had 
of horses and provisions, and his foes j 
were afraid not to 
The guerrilla lead j 
or planned to plunder Cincinnati, and , 
the inhabitants of that pork packing ! 
town were In a state of great alarm 
j 
until 
the news came that a Federal | 
force under Green Clay Smith, a Ken- j 
tuckiun. mid forced Morgan's band to i 
turn hack ami retreat south 
In 
the 
summer 
of 
I st Kl 
Morgan 
planned an organized Invasion of the 
states north of the Ohio for th** fair 
pose 
of stirring up a counter recoin 
tion 
there. 
In 
th** northwest 
the 
Knights of the Golden Circle, an or 
ganization of the peace party, which 
object*sl strongly to the payment of 
war taxes, 
was ready 
to aid 
him 
Morgan crossed th** Ohio late in June 


A strong Federal force was victorious 
In a fight Ju ly 3. and the Morgan band 
retreated south again 


Plundered as They W ent. 


His ranks were swelled by recruits 
from Kentucky, and with an arm y of 
4JMH) men 
lie again crossed to the 
north shit* of th** Ohio a few days 
later 
Through Indiana the rebel army 
marched, plundering as It went. 
The 
farm ers were not the only ones who 
were forced to contribute to tin* m ain­ 
tenance of the guerrilla troops. 
Fac­ 
tory owners were compelled to pay 
$ I .* n k I apiece to receive a guarantee 
that their places of business were not 
destroyed. 
Indiana was ii roused and with the 
news of th** victories of Gettysburg 
and 
Vicksburg was more than ever 
determined to drive Morgan and his 
army south of th** Ohio 
Governor 
Morton Issue*I a general call to the c it­ 
izens cf tile state, and within forty 
eight hours dTi.iHiO of them turned out 
“ to repel Invaders." 


H is C apture and Escape. 


Morgan was surrounded at Butling 
ton Ford w hen In* tried to escape into 
Virginia, and there NOH of Ids men stir 
rendered 
The rest escaped with their 
leader. 
At 
Belleville about 300 es­ 
caped by swim m ing their horses across 
the Ohio 
Morgan himself tied Inland, 
fighting m ilitia, plundering aud burn­ 
ing bridges in order to delay Ids pur­ 
suers. 
New 
pursuers sprang up in 
front of him. 
All Indiana was eager 
to have 
it 
share in the capture of 
“ Morgan th** ra id e r" 
Morgan strug­ 
gled on until Ju ly LMI. when he was 
forced to surrender 
W ith a half doz,- 
cn of his men he was confined in the 
Ohio penitentiary at Columbus. 
There he stayed until Nov. IT. when 
the officials of the prison suddenly 
discovered that "the raider" and his 
officers were gone 
Various romantic 
Stories of the escape were told. 
Ac­ 
cording to almost all of them, the 
Confederate officers had escaped by 
tunneling. 
A favorite tale was that 
th** spoons which they were given to 
eat with were the instruments of their 
escape 
For four months, th** story 
went, th** 11t11** baud of men spent all 
their waking time, which extended far 
into the night, scraping out a way to 
freedom.
